Few people who keep bird pets 
know how to prevent them from lang- 
ulshing during the summer heat, Lit- 
tie do they imagine that big and small 
sjirds alike are simply longing with 
ull their tiny hearts for a cold bath. 
Their owners, it is true, supply their 
small prisons with water in a little 
glass vase: but these are for drink- 
ing purposes—-not for the luxury of a 
restoring and indiscriminate splash.

CALL FOR HARVESTERS 


PRAIRIE PROVINCES ARE CRY-: 


ING OUT FOR MORE HELP 


It Is Greatly Feared That the Supply 
cf Men from the East will not Meet 
the Demand for Labor Required to 
Garner the Big Western Crop This 
Year 


Winnipeg.—The men are not arriv- 
ing in sufficient numbers, and more 
help is urgently needed throughout 
the west, said a prominent C.P.R. 
officer when discussing the movement 
of the harvest hands from the east 
to the prairie provinces. 

The first excursion which we ran 
from the maritime provinces, he con- 
tinued. was heavier than last year, 
but the second from eastern Ontario 
was rather disappointing. The result 
has been that the number that has 
arrived already is about 7,000, which 
is approximately the same as last year. 

When the conference between the 
provincia! government and the rail- 
way compan” was held a few weeks 
ago, the former estimated their re- 
quirements at 57.000, and decided to 
advertise for that number in the east. 
It was not expected that the amount 
would be obtained, but at least 35,000 
was hoped for. 

Already Saskatchewan has received 
4,000 of those who have passed 
through. wh’le the halance have either 
remained in Manitoba or gone through 
to Alberta. Unfortunately quite a 
large percentage of those who have 
taken advantage of the excursions 
bave no intention of working in the 


harvest fields, ‘but have merely come,

TO SUCCEED HIS FATHER 


The Late General Appointed his Son 
to Succeed him as Head of the Sal- 
vation Army—King George and 
Many Notables send Messages of 
Condolence. 


London.--In the presence of all the 
Salvation Army commissioners and 
the principal officers in London at the 
international headquarters on Queen 
Victoria Street, General Booth’'s testa- 
ment, entrusted to the army's soll- 
citor twenty-two years ago, appoint- 
ing the late commander-in-chief's son, 
Bramwell Booth, to succeed him, was 
opened and read. 

Bramwell Booth, who has been 
chief of the staff of the Salvation Army 
since 1880, accepted the succession 
with much feelinr. Following his 
Speech was a prayer and the scriptur- 
al reading was followed by an impres- 
sive service. Mrs. Bramwell Booth 
and Mrs. Booth-Helberd, and other 
well known army leaders, were among 
the participants. 


General Booth’s funeral will be held 
on the afternoon of August 29 at Ab- 


ney Park Cemetery, in Stoke. New- 
ington, where his wife was buf- 
fed. The funeral procession from 


the international headquarters, which 
will pass through some of the princi- 
pal thoroughfares of the city, will start 
at noon, Many thousagds of persons 
are expected to participate in the fun- 
eral service for the army, which will 
be held on the preceding night at the 
great hall of Olympia, the scene of 
the International horse show and var- 
fous pageants and exhibitions, which 
has been chosen for its spaciousness. 


Several newspapers suggested that 
the general's work entitled him to lie 
in Westminster Abbey or St. Paul's 
Cathedral. where many other of the 
nation’s greatest heroes of war and 
peace are entombed, but his wish was 
to be buried beside the remains of 
his wife, and it is doubtful if the 
church authorities will make the offer 
to place the body in the cathedral. 

Bramwell Booth presided at the) 
meeting held in the international 
headquarters. After calling on Com- 
missioner McKie for a prayer, the 
chief of the staff announced that he 
had called the officers together to 
hear the reading of the documents 
appointing General Booth’s successor. 
The army solicitor produced a large 
sealed envelope, which had lain in his 
safe just twenty-two years to a day. 

It bore in the general's handwrwit- 
ing: 

“The appointment of my successor, 
William Booth, 21st August, 1890." 

Afier the envelope was passed 
around the circle of officers, Solicitor 
Ranger cut it ope: and read the form- 
al appointment of the chief of the staff 
as commander-in-chief, The solici- 
tor then formally asked Bramwell | 
Booth if he accepted the post. The } 
chief of the staff replie? with deep; 
emotion, accepting the appointment 
and expressing his keen sense of the 
great loss that the army had sustain- | 
ed and added his resolution to carry | 
out faithfully the new responsibilities 
cast upon him. |

Text of the Lesson, Mark vi, 14-29. 
Memory vePses, 27, 23—Golden Text 
Rev. ii, 10 (R.V.)—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This lesson is a look backward to 
the murder of John the Baptist and 
the cause of it. Tidings of the 
mighty works done by Jesus and His 
followers had reached the ears of 
King Herod, and he was perplexed and 
thought that John must be risen from 
the dead. Others said: It is Elijah, 
and still others said: It is one of the 
old prophets risen again. Herod 
said, “John have I beheaded, but who 
is this of whom I hear such things?” 
(Luke ix. 7-"). It is said that he de- 
sired to see Him, and when just be-

Rain has iopned | harvesting in Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
just as the farmers were getting well 
into their work, and appears to he 
pretty general through the Canadian 
prairie west. 

Reports from all over the country 
show that during this week good pro- 
gress has been made on spring wheat 
cutting, though burt the fringe of the 
erop has been stooked. While the 
cool weather has not brought along 
the fields as quickly as was hoped it 
has had the effect of filling out the 
head and providing the crop can he 
safely garnered, prospects just now 
are that the average yield will be con- 
siderablye heavier than was the fore- 
cast a few weeks ayo, 

Locally the prospects appear to be 
very good indeed, some rye, barley 
and a few oats were cut last week he- 
fore the rains commenced ‘The yield, 
according to reports of diflerent farin- 
ers, will be a heavy one; oats it is 
claimed will go from 80 to too bush- 
els to the acre if nothing serious hap- 
pens.
